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ADVISORY ACTION 

[1] The request for reconsideration in the amendment filed 2/1 5/2005 has been 
considered, however the amendment does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. While the amendment to the claims would appear to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as set forth in the Office action mailed 
10/15/2004, the amendment has not been entered because the claims as amended do 
not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121. See the attached "Notice of Non- 
Compliant Amendment" (PTOL-324). 

[2] Even if the amendment was entered, the written description and scope of 
enablement rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, would be maintained for 
the reasons of record. It is noted that claim 38 as presented in the amendment filed 
9/7/2004 is similar to claim 37 presented in the amendment filed 2/15/2005. Claim 38 as 
presented in the amendment filed 9/7/2004 is rejected for the reasons of record and 
claims 37, 40. 43. and 46 in the amendment filed 2/15/2004 would be rejected for 
similar reasoning. 

[3] Applicants' arguments in the amendment filed 2/15/2005 have been fully 
considered. However, in view of the non-entry of the amendment, applicants' arguments 
are not found persuasive to overcome the outstanding rejections as set forth in the 
Office action mailed 10/15/2004 for the reasons of record stated therein. 
[4] Applicants' request for rejoinder is acknowledged. However, until an elected 
product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between 
product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
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[5] In view of the non-entry of the amendment, the claim status is as follows: 

• Claims 16-17 and 37-63 are pending. 

• Claims 49-63 are withdrawn from further consideration. 

• Claims 17 and 37-48 are rejected. 

• Claim 16 is in condition for allowance.
